principles, swooped down upon General 

Manager Bohle and Chief Operator Bell- 
| an of the Western Union Telegraph 
'Co. at 8:20 a. m. Friday and asked for 
reinstatement. : 

A few were taken’ back and sent out 
to open branch offices, and the ad- 
|dresses of the others were filed for 
future reference. 

The girls met at union headquarters, 
| 222 Laclede Building, early Friday morn- 
ing, the strike having been derlared 
ff Thursday night by a vete of-the lee. 
he mei: strikers hau decided tuat 
the girls should have the first oppor- 
tunity to get back. Of the 60 girls who 
first struck not more than 25 remained 
to the end. 

The officials of the union did not ap- 
pear at headquarters, although the girls 
waited for more than an hour. 

Waited for Union Men. . 

By general consent the girls decided 
that they would not wait for President 
Ewing or Secretary Boyer later than 
§:30. When neither official had appeared 
at that time, the girls, headed by Mrs. 
Flora Potter, formerly stenographer to 
Chief Operator Bellman, rushed out of! 
headquarters. , 

They cheered lustily as they marched

stairs. They went first to the office of 
Manager Bohle on the first fleor of the 
Cemmercia! Building. He was in Chief 
Operator Bellman’s office on the seventh 
floor, but when ne was informed that 
the girls had come to seek their old 
places he went downstairs to greet them. | 


Girls Feaze Chief, 

The girls faced Manager Bohle brave- | 
ly, and he took them up to Chief, 
Bellman’s office. Mrs. Potter, at the 
head qf the procession, was greeted | 
kindly by Mr. Bellman, who was con- 
siderably flustrated ever the ~-ppear- 

» of the girls in a body. 





Finding that he could not handle them 





all quietly in his office, which is in the 
center of the big operating room, and ~ 
that the 3w other employes were “rub- | 
bering,’’ Mr. Bellman sent the appli- 
cants to the waiting room on the sixth 
floor, saying that he would see them 
later and take their applications. Mrs. 
Potter lingered and made an earnest 
plea for the reinstatement of the girls.

“T hate to go back after a beat- 
en,’’ said another girl. “‘What do you 
suppose those nonunion workers will 
say to us. O, I don’t think I'll speak to 
any of them. I'll just mind my own' 
business and work extra, so that I can 
get that pretty hat I saw ina millinery | 
store on Breadway.”’ 

Chief Operator Bellman said he could 
not possibly find places for all the 
strikers, but that he would use as many 
as he needed. He said he would have | 
a long extra list, and try to give all 
the desirable operators an opportunity 
to earn some money. 

“Bad as the girls feel about this mat- | 
ter,” said Mr.'Bellman, “I am sure that : 
I feel worse. We hgd a fine class of | 
operators here before the strike, and we | 
got along nicely. I am sorry for them, 
but of course it will be impossible toe 
find room for anything like half of 
those who are now out of employment.”’ 

The strike was declared off by a vote 
ef 175 to 37. The meeting was 
at the St. Louis Democratic Ciub. 

The men strikers asked for reinstate- | 
ment at 10 a. m. They gathered at union 
headquarters, and then went a ped 
te the managers of the Pestal and est- 
ern Union offices to seek their old jebs.

THE PRESS AND THE PRESIDENT. | 
President Roosevelt’s complaint that his 
speeches have been misrepresented by the. press 
-eannot be sustained. He has not been misrepre- 
sented by the press. 

For more than a hundred years‘ presidential 
utterances were so infrequent that newspapers 
never failed to publish them in full. The habit 
was so well formed that even in Hayes’ time, 
when the chief magistrate first essayed as a reg- 


casion and on no occasion at all, it was strict- 
ly adhered to, althougu the subject matter was 


Mr. Roosevelt has the distinction of being the 
only President -whose oratory has been so inces- 
sant, so voluminous and in many respects so 
trite as to break down completely a well-estab- 
lished journalistic custom. As newspapers could 
not conveniently fill their columns with his ut- 
terances, they’ were forced to exercise the power 
of selection, and they have naturally hit unon 
those portions of his remarks which, for any 
reason, were regarded as important, interesting 
or sensational, omitting the remainder. 

It is not alleged by the President that these 
extracts have been false. His complaint is that 
ii nearly evcry case they were modified or ex- 
plained later on and that by the exclusion of cer- 
tain parts'of his speeches the public has not been 
adle to arrive at their true meaning and purpose. 

This is a strange grievance for a President to 
entertain, for it amounts to a confession as well 
es a complaint. It is an admission of all that has 
been charged against him. It concedes the whole 
case. He has talked recklessly and violently 
end without consideration. He has saiq things 
which he c ght not to have said and he has 
left undone things which he ought to have done. 

In brief, ‘he has shouted from the housetops 
raatters which, except in carefully prepared. state 
papers, should have been confined to the council 
hoard and the executive office, and if his position 
has been misunderstood he has no one to blame 
but himself. 

We have no doubt that if the venerable Chief 
Justice of the United States were to tell howling 
multitudes for days at a time every freak idea 
that entered his head; if he were to become 
infatuated witao his own verbosity; if he were to 
scream what he would do and what he would not 
do—what he wanted and what he did not want; 
and if he were to single out litigants in his court, 
denouncing some and commending others, he, too, 
sould complain presently of the ‘newspapers.

KILL THE RAT. 


From the Détroit Free Press. 

The knell of the rat has been sounded. 
What his ancient enemy, the cat, has 
failed to. accomplish through the course 
of all history, science will devote its 
myriad life-déestroying agencies to 
achieve. The rat’s offense is that he is 
a disease carrier and, specifically, that 
he is the agency by which. the bubonic 
plague is being propagated. — 

This plague is a current issue on the 
Pacific Slope. It got a foothold in San 
Francisco in 1900, and this year it has 
been assuming threatening proportions. 
Coming from India, where it has been 
showing periodically since 1896, and 
where its annual toll of victims has run 
past the half-million mark, it was 
repulsed once in New York by vigilant 
quarantining, only to invade the United 
States on the Western shores. It broke 
out in San Francisco’s Chinese quarter 
and has gradually spread until most of 
the coast cities have had to fight its rav- 
ages, although fortunately as yet it has 
nowhere in Aemrica assumed the propor- 
tions of an epidemic. 

Modern methods of living have robbed 
it of many of its terrors, but while its 
liability to become epidemic has been 
lessened it is still about as fatal as ever 
to the victims on whom it fastens its 
clutches. Science has traced out its 
germ, but has not found its cure. To 
prevent its spread is the best we can 
do with all our present knowledge, and 
as the rat is its carrier, the death sen- 
tence against the whole rat family has 
been pronounced,
